| the Third Day of October 1691, ſeveral Perſons 
t had bern Active in, and Guilty of the late Re- 
p bellion in this Kingdom, againſt His Majeſty and 
Ds late Royal Conſort, Claimed to be Com- 
piehended within, and to have a Righe to the 
Benefit of the Articles made upon the Surren- 
der of Limerick oz Gallway : And to the intent 
the laid Articles ſhould be 'Jnviolably obſerved, 
and fully made ged to ſuch Perſons as Were 
"PO I Coimpzchended in the ſame, the ſaid Claimants 
were ſome ot cyen Reſto:ed unto, and put into Poſſeſſion of their E- 
ſtates, which had fozmerly been Seized into His Majeſty's Hands, upon

their Entring into Recognizance to pay the Pran Profits of their fald 


Eſtates to his Majeſtp, if on Hearing their Claims, they ſhould not make 
it appear, that they were Intituled to the Benefit of the ſaiv Articles. 
And others that were Slitcy of the laid Rbellion, but not Actually Out- 
lawed koz the lame, were not Procecded agamſt to the Outlawry, no2 
their Lands Seized into His Majeſtys Hands, till their Right to the 
ſaid Articles Were Heard ano Determined : Of which, the ſaid Perſons 


making ill ule, have — to Procekd to have their ſaid Claims 
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brought to an Hearing and Adjudication, in hopes that the Witneſſes 
who can Prave that the ſaid Perſons were Concerned in, and Guilty of 
the ſaid Rebellion, and not Comprehended within Articles, may dye oz 
remove out of this Kingdom, to His Paſjcltys great Prejudice; We have 
ekoze thought fit by this Our Pꝛoclamation, to Publilh and Declare, 

t the Eſtates of all Pcrſons already Outlawed fo2 the ſaid Rebel- 
lion, ſhall be Heized into His Majeſty's Hands, altho the ſaid Perlons 
Claim, 02 Pretend to have a Right to be 411 within, and to have 
e Benefit of Articles; unleſs ſuch Perſons lhall bring their reſpective 
laims thereto,to an Hearing,and obtain the Adſudication of the Commiſlioners 
fo: the Hearing and Determining the ſa d Clams, on, oz befoze the Ninth 
day of July 1698, any fozmer Ozder to the Contrary notwithſtanding. 
And that all Perſons who have not pet ben Pꝛocckded againſt to 
Outlawry koz the ſaid Treaſon, (hall be Proc#ded againſt as in Caſes of 
Treaſon, notwithſtanding their Pretending to be Within Articles, unleſs 
they ſhall icke wie procure their Adjudication, on, oz befoze the ſaid Ninth 
day of July next enſuing. N ſs, if any of the ſaid Perſons ſhall 
afterward be Adfſudged to be * in Articles, within the time Timit⸗ 
ted and Prefired fo ſuch their dication, by the Act of Parliament. 
and Þ! Dated the 27t — of January laſt. in t behalt 
made; the ſaid ſeveral thall, notwithſtanding, after ſuch their ſeveral 
Adjudication, be reſtozed to the Poſſeſſion of their Eſtates and enjoy the 


fame acco:ding to the ſaid Articles.
